since, that Secretary Stanton ever an- 
awered the above highly important dis- 
patch himself, and it la a positive fact that 
he never sent it to the Preaident until 
weeks after tbe riot.

Why Secretary Stanton neither answer- 
ed the dispatch himself, nor informed the 
President of its existence, remains unex- 
plained to any one.
